EF.LE.A. REFEREE — WASTED CHANCE 


Internationally famous  F.I.F.A. 
referee Mr. Ken Aston, currently in 
Melbourne as part of his itinerary on 
a lecture tour to the Oceanic Foot- 
ball Confederation, was guest of 
honor at a reception given by Qantas 
on Friday evening. Federation off- 
clals were in attendance at the hoote- 
nany, but I wonder how many will be 
present at the lectures. 

Mr. Aston, who is headmaster of a 
school in Ilford, Essex, is 50 years 
young and a brilliant Jecturer, as one 
would expect. He has the distinction 
of being added to the F.I.F.A. inter- 


national list only one year after - 


attaining F.A. recognition, a truly re- 
markable achievement. 

If the recent visit of top coach Mr. 
Kramer can be used as a yardstick 
my forecast is “damn few’, and 
more’s the pity, as I feel that in 
general club and federation officials 
are in the main abysmally ignorant of 
the laws governing the game. 

These remarks do not include our 
referees, as, despite the abuse directed 
at them (often by club officials who 
don’t know what they are talking 
abouf®, they are a pretty competent 
bunch of people whose dedication and 
honesty is beyond doubt. 

It is not only from a referee’s view- 
point that Mr. Aston’s visit is import- 
ant. Soccer throughout the world is 
changing rapidly — and who better 
to pass on information on current 
trends than a man who has been in 
the thick of it, in F.A. Cup finals and 
World Cup matches? 

I would also say that it is a great 


‘pity that the general soccer public 


have not been invited to take part. 
I am quite certain that many would 
be interested, especially as most have 
never seen a rule book in their lives. 

Admittedly Mr. Aston’s talks on 
the highly technical level will greatly 
assist our referees, who freely admit 


that there is always room for im- 
proyement, but for goodness’ sake, 
unless the public and the club offi- 
clals know what is going on, surely 
we are heading for arguments galore. 

Players showd be not only invited 
to attend a lecture but every club 
should enforce their participation, as 
every dispute on the field can be 
attributed to lack of knowledge of 
the laws. 


jl never forget the apathy of 
coaches and officials when a soccer 
genius in Mr. Kramer was at their 
disposal, and I am troubled that a 
similar lack of interest will be shown 
in Mr. Aston. 


Someone once said: “To fully 
appreciate and enjoy soccer an under- 
standing of the laws is essential.” 
Maybe there are some ratbags who 
derive their pleasure from hurling 
abuse at the man in the middle, but I 
am certain that, given the chance to 
gain further knowledge, there are 
hundreds of fans, possibly thousands, 
who would welcome the opportunity 
to hear such a distinguished speaker 
as Mr. Aston, 


It may be too late now to organise 
something along those lines, but I 
strongly recommend the matter be 
given some consideration by the 
powers that be. It would be a for- 
ward move which could only advance 
the code.
